Aa you aay know, I have baan endeavoring to arranga a aeetlng with you 
dariag tha laat aeveral waaka for the purpoaa of diacuaaing what apoeara to ba a 
aatarial aiauadarataadiag on tha part of ona of your aaaociataa regarding that 
phaaa of our oontract aattlaaant which ralataa to tha application of tha Coat of 
Living Kaealator Proviaion. 

It la now being eontandad hy Nr. Nabar that tha Coat of Living incraaaa 
af 5# par hour, aada affaetiva Nay 1, 1958 aust ba intagratad into tha paraanant 
waga atructura. Thia ia diraetly contrary to fact and to our aattlaaant agraaaant 
aa I will now poiat out* 

During our aagotiationa which extended into Nay of thia yaar and bayond 
tha contract aspiration data of April 30, 1958 a Cost of Living waga incraaaa in 
tha aaouat of 3d par hour baeaaa affaetiva Nay 1, 1958 undar tha tarna of tha 
Coat of Living Kaealator Proviaion of tha old contract which waa than baing 
ecatiauad ia affaet paadiag aattlaaant of tha nagotiationa. 

At do tiaa in tha latar atagaa of our nagotiationa did wa auggaat that 
thia Nay 1, 1958 Coat of Living adjuataent ba intagratad into tha baaa waga rata. 
Aa a aattar of fact, whan wa did aaka tha auggaation aarllar that any ganaral 
waga rata incraaaa ba eraditad with tha aaount of thia Nay 1 Coat of Living 
adjaataant, you wara proapt to rajact any auch propoaal. Thereafter tha dia- 
euaaioaa minting to tha Coat of Living Proviaion daalt only with tha change in 
tha iatagratioa or "freeae" data in tha Coat of Living Proviaion of tha eontraot 
froa Octobar 31 to April 30, and that tha integration into tha paraanant waga 
atructura would occur only at tha and of tha aecond, fourth and fifth contract 
yaara. 

Tha Naaorandua of Oaderatandlag which aeta forth tha contract changea 
agreed upon ia tha aattlaaant of our nagotiationa containa tha following recital 
la reference to tha change to ba aada in tha Coat of Living Proviaion of tha 
contract: 

"Coat-of-living aacalatcr proviaion to ba retained, except 
the date October 31 aha 31 be changed to April 30 , and the 
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date November 1 shall ba changed to May 1, da tha ease appear 
la tha third paragraph of tha present provision, and further 
except the integration of any increase in wagea due to coat- 
of-living increase into the permanent wage rate shall occur 
only at the end of the second, fourth and fifth contract year 
(i.e., April 30, 196-3? April 30, 1962; and *prll 30, 1963). 
and the baae index figure shall confora accordingly." 

The above la olear and explicit and it wae also clearly understood at 
tha tiae of our eoaferenee with you at the Hotel Adana in Phoenix that these 
ware the only two changes to be aade in the Coat of Living Provision of the 
aontract, namely: (1) the integration, or "freexe", date for incorporating any 
Coat of Living wage increases into the pernanent wage rate structure waa to be 
ehaaged froa October 31 to April 30; and (2) the integration of any Coat of 
Living wage increases into the pernanent wage rate structure would only occur at 
♦he and of the second, fourth and fifth contract yeara (that la, April 30, I960, 
April 30, 1962 and April 30, 1963). 

Under the recently expired contract you will reneaber that the Cost of 
Living Provision called for an annual integration of any Cost of Living increases 
la wage rates by atatingi 

"Any increases in wage rate provided for in and added to 
wagea of eaployeea on October 31 of any year covered by 
this agreeaent shall be incorporated into the pernanent 
rate structure." 

This contract language clearly fixes October 31 as the integration, or 
"freeae" date. 

Furtheraore, in the adainiatration of the Coat of Living Provision of tha 
contract tha Company has followed the specific contract terns and haa integrated 
any Coat of Living wage increases in effect as of October 31 of any year into 
the pernanent wage rate structure. 

The nature of the contention now being nade nay be predicated on the 
mistaken notion that the Noveaber 1 date had been used as the integration date 
under the forner contract, but that ia not correct because the language in the 
Coat of Living Provision clearly states otherwise. In fact, during the 12 nonths' 
pariod of Noveaber 1, 1953 to October 31. 195^ the Cost of Living wage increase 
of la per hour granted Novenber 1, 1953 waa cancelled out May 1, 195^ due to the 
decrease in the Coat of Living Index, thus clearly denonstrating that in practice 
the Novenber 1 date waa not the integration date. 

For the ease reason and aince the terna of our contract settlement only 
changed the dates of October 31 to April 30 and Novenber 1 to May 1 as the 0 ane 
appaar in the third paragraph of the Coat of Living Provision, it la not correct 
to now contend that the 3* par hour Coat of Living wage increase nade effective 
Nay 1, 195& should ba now Integrated into the pernanent wage rate structure. 















It ia also claar that Hay 1, 195^ la tha first day of tha new contract 
tara and tha firat day of tha two-yaar period which ends April 30, I960* By tha 
taraa of our aettleaent agreeaent, tha and of tha second contract year, naaely, 
April 30, I960, ia apacifically fixed aa tha data for integrating into tha par- 
aanant wage atructura any Coat of Living incraaaes than being added to tha wages 
of tha aaployaaa as of April 30, I960. TMa naeaaaarily aaana that tha Hay 1, 
1958 Coat of Living adjuataant of 3d par hour ia part of tha two-yaar period 
within which tha Coat of Living eacalator adjustaanta are to be applied and that 
tha integration into tha paraanant rata atructura will occur only aa of April 30, 
I960, tha and of tha aacond contract year. 

I aa naturally diaturbad that thia apparent aisunderstanding has arisen 
baeauae tha taraa of tha Heaorandua of Underatanding between ua ware quite claar 
and coaplata ia aatting out tha aettleaent agreeaent which we reached. Under tha 
circuaatancaa, I do not believe that there ia any baeia or justification for this 
contention which ia ao clearly contrary to >hat haa been agreed upon. After you 
have had an opportunity to conaider thia, I wish you would call aa at your 
aarlieet eonvanlenca.
